Regulations of the Youngmen’s Treining 
Institute (Promulgated by “ducetion 
Ministry Ordinance of April 20, 1926) 


The regulotions of the Youngmen's Training Institute 
have been established ss follows: 


Article I. The period of training st the institute shell 
be four veers. 


Article IT, “hose who my be edmitted to the institute 
must be over 16 and under 17 veors of age on March 31 of 
thet vear. “owevsr, those who ers over 17 years mey be ad- 
mitted under specie) circumstances. 


Article TTY. “tnrollment shell take nlece in April of 
aach yeer. Wowever, enrolimert holf way in the courses nay 
be permitted under snscial circumstances. 


Articis IY, The curricule and the grade of the ordinary 
course end of the vocations? course among the treining courses 
offerad st the VYounemen's Training Institute shall have as 
their standard ths gun)ifications of the sradustes of higher 
primery schoo)s, and shell bs offored by selecting items 
eppropriete for practica] life according to locas] conditions. 


Article VY. The hours of training st the Youngmen's 
Training Institute shall not be less than 100 hours for morals 
end civics, 400 hours for militery training, 200 hours for 
the ordinary course, and 100 hours for the vocational course. 


Articls VI. In case most of those who are able to re- 
ceive youngmen's treining within the cities, towns ond vil- 
leges, or within the district of » municipal town end villege 
school associstion, or of se tovn rnd villege school association 
are attending the public vocational school of that district, 
and in csse the prefecturel governor recognizes the course 
offered at the seid vocationsl school as higher than the 
eguivelont of the course offered at the Youngmen's Training 
Institute, the seid vocetionel schcol my be substituted for the 
younemen's treinine school. 


Article VIT. Those persons who arc presently attending 
school, or who heve besn recognized as nossessing fair scho- 
lestic ebility, or who have snecial reesons, mey be exempted 
from taking vert of ths troeining course. 


Article VITIT., hose who ore presently attending school 
and ere recornized by the nrefectursl governor as takin? a 
course hither then the ecuivelent of the course offered at 
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the Younemen's Treinine Institute, sholl be regarded as persons 
who are recsiving the troinine of the Youngmsn’s trrining 
institute. 


Articils ™2. It shell ds the customnry vrectice for the 
public youngmen's treining institute to edmit persons living 
within the citics, towas, ond villeaes concarned, or within 
the district of the municin’], town, cond villege school essoci- 
etire, or of the town end vilirze cssocintion. 


Artic3s 7“. 3 the custom:ry prectice for o 
nublic younzmsn's trainir Institute to be established side 
by side with the vocrticnsl continunstion school or primary 
school.

The form for ° voung ments training pocket-ledger shejl be 
adonted senarrtely. 


Article XX. Youne men's training institute shell zrant a 
certificate of compietion to each of those who have completed 
the course of youne men's training. Yorever, & certific-te of 
completion shril be erented to anv nerson who has recsived train- 
fine for woncreliy four yenrs end enters military servic3 efter 
recetving ths nunoe hours of treinine prescribed in 
Article VY.
